The  work  of  scavenging  Is  nox/  dcnie  by  direct  labour  by 
the  Council,  An  Austin  {3--“on  lorry  x/as  purchased  by  the 
Council  for  refuse  collecting  .and  salvage  xvork.  This  vins 
brought  into  service  on  the  24th  Janua:.'‘y , 1944-  other 

scavenging  ivork  of  privy-vault  and  pall  emptylr^i-  is  done  by 
horse  transport,  the  tirae  being  raade  up  on  refuse  collecting. 
The  contents  of  vaults  and  pails  is  'ILsposed  of  at  the 
sewage  xvorks»  The  refuse  is  divSposed  of  by  controlled 
tipping,  a suitable  tip  being  hired  by  the  Council  for  this 
purpose.  During  the  year  tlie  area  of  collection  has  been 
extended  to  include  the  xvhole  of  the  l^ilcot  district. 

Arrangements  hax/e  also  been  m^ide  for  some  of  the  contents 
of  vaults  and  pfiils  to  be  tipped  at  a farm  at  \/alcot  Green, 
and  treated  xvlth  farm  refuse,  and  used  on'  the  l£ind  for 
manurial  purposes.  On  the  xvhole,  tlie  xvork  was  proceeding 
satisfactorily  during  tlie  year.  The  scavenging  is  controlled 
and  supervised  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.
